PRING WHEAT should be sown as soon as the seed bed can be prop- 
erly prepared. Germination takes place in the ground when the 
temperature is about 42 to 50 degrees. Generally the quantity 


of seed per acre is about one and one-half bushels, more or less. Your 
own experience will tfell you how much in your own locality. 


Drilling is better than broadcasting. The seed bed should be loose on 


top and the root bed firm underneath. The use of the-corrugated roller 
is recommended. 


Marquis is an early variety, ripening from 98 to 135 days after sowing, 


the average being about 115 days. This makes it three or four days earlier 
than most of the other fif€^vbeats, but it should be put into the ground just 
as soon as the seed bed may be prepared. The seed usually should be sown 
two to three mches deep. The important thing is to get fcintd soil sufficiently 
moist to insure germination. 


In heavy, wet soil one to two inches will be enough.

POLITICAL BEDFELLOWS HAVE TROUBLE 


The Townley Nonpartisan league and the Non- 


partisan Labor party, which joined in the selec- 
4on of a state ticket last week, are said to be 
having trouble in agreeing upon a platform. 


That ought not to surprise anybody. The Non- 


partisan farmers' organization and the 
Labor 


Nonpartisans are not driving at the same thing. 
Their interests are not common. The Labor Non- 
partisan is for high pay and a short day ; the Non- 
partisan farmer is for a long day and lower pay. 
One is an employe and the other is an employer, 
with less of common interest than the man in the 
shop and the manager of the plant. 


Another source of difficulty appears to be the 


liquor question. The Nonpartisan farmer is, for 
the most part, dry ; the labor Nonpartisan is, for 
the most part, wet. 


And then there are some other peculiarities in 


this situation' that are interesting, not to say 
amusing. The only labor representative on the 
ticket is an ex-service man with one of the finest 
militarjTrecords in the sta^e. He fought the Ger- 
mans as if -he meant it, and he did.
